Thoughts on Stewardship 

A few months ago, our parish formed a Stewardship Committee to look 
at ways to really bring stewardship alive in our parish and communities. 
As part of that process, we have been reading a few really excellent 
documents. A few items have really struck me and I would like to try and 
share some of those ideas with you today. 

The first is the idea of gift and being held accountable for the gifts 
given. The best example for me is the parable from Mathew's Gospel (Mt 
25:14-30) of the master who left for a trip and left each of his stewards 
with silver to take care of for him. Two did well with their master's 
money; the third did not. We are challenged to think of the many gifts 
that God gives us such as faith, love, family, material goods, and talents, 
in this way. Because they are gifts from God, the expectation is that we 
will use them to repay God for all he has given us; to multiply these gifts 
in some fashion. 

The second idea is discernment. In society today, the goal seems to be 
to fill our lives as much as we can with so many activities and busyness. 
So when does one find time for discerning what God calls us to? And 
that, I believe, requires great commitment. Whether it be finding quiet 
time at home after kids are in bed, while on a hike, walk, or jog, or sitting 
during adoration; Christ cannot speak to us if we do not find the time to 
listen. Just as I must make sure I have time to connect with my husband, 
I too must find time to connect with my God. 

Lastly is the idea of suffering. There is sin in the world and with it, 
pain, suffering, and evil. How we respond to the results of sin is another 
opportunity to grow in our relationship with Christ. When I was 12, my 
mother was diagnosed with rheumatoid arthritis. Within a short period 
of time, she was severely crippled and just the ordinary activity of the 
day caused a great deal of pain. For a long time she felt somehow she was 
not faithful enough - for if she had but the faith of a mustard seed, surely 
God would take her pain away. Despite years of pain and prayer. He 
never did. In quiet and prayer, the image that Christ provided to her was 
her hands in prayer. And they were not the crippled hands that she 
possessed but perfect and beautiful hands. It changed how she saw life 
and with joy accepted that in her suffering she could pray for so many 
people who needed lifted up. I have always been amazed by the power in 
her prayers. 

We continue to study and gather new insights. As a way of sharing 
some of them, watch for a few short ideas here and there in the weekly 
bulletins.
